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City Council Releases Report 
On Voting System Issues

On December 8, the last 
regular Greenbelt City Council 
meeting of 2008, Mayor Judith 
Davis read aloud a “report on 
Voting Systems Issues” address- 
ing concerns brought up by the 
NAACP and the ACLU about 
the municipal election laws and 
the ongoing Department of Jus- 
tice investigation of the City of 
Greenbelt. 

The single-page report was 
limited to “a description of our 
activities,” because the city was 
“still in the process of analyzing 
these legal claims and possible 
litigation.” 

Council declined discussion 
or questions on the issue, while 
acknowledging that the “process 
of analyzing our longstanding 
method of election of members of 
the City Council and determining 
whether there is sufficient reason 
to change has taken more time 
and a lot more work” than was 
originally expected. 

The report, then, detailed ac- 


tions already taken by council, 
including three public meetings 
held with the NAACP, ACLU 
and Fair Vote; interviews with 
the Department of Justice; the ad- 
vice of legal counsel and “expert 
statistical support” and a detailed 
discussion of “the views of our 
citizens.” 

The report stated that council 
is “concerned with the low turn- 
out for councilmanic elections in 
precincts 8 and 13.” [Springhill 
Lake Elementary and Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School polling 
places. | 

The report also stated that 
when “the Department of Justice 
conducted its interviews, its attor- 
neys informed us that they were 
still at a preliminary state of their 
investigation.” 

The mayor concluded with 
the pledge to continue to report 
on “the status of these matters 
on a monthly basis at council 
meetings.” 


New Group Forms to Study 
Municipal Election Concerns

Though the Greenbelt City 
Council issued a report at their 
December 9 meeting stating they 
were “still in the process of ana- 
lyzing” legal claims surround- 
ing the February 29 charge by 
the National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People 
(NAACP) and the American Civil 
Liberties Union (ACLU) that 
Greenbelt’s municipal elections 
violated the 1965 Voting Rights 
Act, a group of citizens calling 
themselves the Greenbelt Neigh- 
bors Alliance (GNA) has formed 
to address the issue themselves. 
The GNA utilized the high turn- 
out for the national election on 
November 4 to gather information 
about voting habits and history 
in the two precincts (8 and 13, 
Springhill Lake Elementary and 
Eleanor Roosevelt High School 
polling places) with the lowest 
turnout consistently in municipal 
elections. 

In a letter to council, Johanna 
Goderre, a member of the group, 
laid out the GNA’s methods and 
conclusions. 

With only four volunteers, the 
group was unable to interview 
every voter. But over the course 
of 9 and a half hours, the GNA 
reported they had spoken with 
628 voters, 74 percent of whom 
report never having voted in a 
municipal election. 

The letter claims that the GNA 
spoke to 38 percent of the 1,440 
voters at the Springhill Lake 
Elementary School. Though the 
group does not provide numbers, 


they claim that “an overwhelm- 
ing majority of voters did not 
know that the city even holds 
elections.” 

Voters Questioned 

The GNA volunteers ap- 
proached voters as they waited 
in line and asked if they had 
ever voted in a Greenbelt city 
election. After recording the 
response, the volunteer provided 
an “informational flyer” to the 
voter. If the voter responded 
‘no’ to the question, the volun- 
teer discussed “services admin- 
istered by the city.” 

As a result of their discussion 
with voters at Eleanor Roos- 
evelt High School and Springhill 
Lake Elementary, the Greenbelt 
Neighbors Alliance made four 
recommendations to council, in- 
cluding a “new resident welcome 
packet,” regular voter registration 
drives, voter education and writ- 
ten materials with Spanish and 
other language translations. 

The Neighbor’s Alliance 
acknowledges the basis of the 
claims made by the NAACP and 
the ACLU that a problem with 
voter turnout exists in precincts 
8 and 13. The group’s letter to 
council argues that “while chang- 
ing the voting system has the 
potential to improve participation, 
it is as important that the city 
implement a program of signifi- 
cant ongoing outreach.” 

Five people signed the letter: 
Johanna Goderre, Tom Jones, 
Cynthia Newcomer, David Lange 
and Sylvia Lewis.

Gibbins Gives St. Hugh’s 
Students a Running Start

Anna Gibbins 
keeps her kindergar- 
teners at St. Hugh’s 
School pretty busy 
— they just finished 
a unit on pumpkins, 
did some “M&M 
math” and now 
are learning about 
Native Americans. 
(Each student has an 
Indian name, taken 
from nature.) At 
the same time Gibbins has been 
teaching them all semester about 
public speaking and about every 
American president. And it’s 
only her first year. 

Gibbins received her training 
in early childhood education from 
Frostburg State University spe- 
cializing in pre-K through third 
grade. “I love the little guys,” 
she said. “You know, I love their 
innocence and their curiosity.” 

She started out teaching first

grade at St. Andrew 
Apostle School 
in Silver Spring. 
However, she then 
put teaching on 
hold for six years 
to begin raising 
her two sons, John 
and Justin. “And 
as much as I en- 
joyed that, as much 
as I loved that,” 
She said, “when I 
walked back into the classroom 
this year, this little bulb went 
off,” and she knew. 

Gibbins says her inspiration in 
becoming a teacher came from 
her own first grade teacher and 
from her Chinese father, who, 
speaking no English when he 
entered first grade, was discrimi- 
nated against by his teacher. “I 
want to be .. . that early child-

She deals with high 
school admissions for 8th grad- 
ers, child protection, discipline 
and, she says, a lot of meetings. 
She has been a reading specialist 
for four or five years and as such 
O’Brien spends time in class 
with small groups and works to 
get them to the levels where they 
need to be. 

As a writing instructor she 
works with 6th, 7th and 8th grad- 
ers in 45-minute blocks. She

Accessibility Grant 
Deadline Is Dec. 30 


The deadline for applications 
for grants from the Accessible 
Greenbelt Program is December 
30 at 4 p.m. Applications should 
be submitted to the Greenbelt 
Assistance in Living (GAIL) pro- 
gram in the Municipal Building 
at 25 Crescent Road. 

The Prince George’s County 
Department of Housing and Com- 
munity Development Community 
Block Grant Program awarded 
$40,000 to the city to help quali- 
fied Greenbelt residents acquire 
home accessibility items or have 
modifications made to their resi- 
dences. Allowable items include 
motorized stair lifts, grab rails, 
portable ramps and many other 
items. 

Grants are available to resi- 
dents 62 and over and to disabled 
residents. Qualified applicants 
must also meet maximum income 
limits of $43,050 for an individu- 
al or $49,200 for a couple. 

Application forms are available 
on the city’s website at www. 
greenbeltmd.gov and may also be 
obtained by calling the GAIL of- 
fice at 301-345-6660. The GAIL 
office is also soliciting sugges- 
tions regarding people who might 
benefit from this grant program.

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Seniors Point Out 
Lake’s Poor Condition 


From notes taken at the annual 
open forum held by the Senior 
Citizens Advisory Committee on 
Saturday, September 13 and re- 
leased in a December 5 report to 
the Greenbelt City Council, many 
members of the seniors group 
have their eyes on the condition 
of Greenbelt Lake. “It seems 
neglected lately,” says long-time 
resident Kathleen McFarland, who 
grew up here. 

The “holding pond” is a dis- 
grace, she says. “It is overgrown 
with vegetation and sometimes 
smells.” In a written report to 
council, McFarland deplores the 
poison ivy growing on the wooden 
fence “where some of us lean over 
(or used to) to enjoy its beauty.” 

“Only a few years ago, I 
watched the heron stalk its prey 
there and there I saw turtles sit- 
ting on the bales of straw and 
ducks swimming in the water.” 

Conditions are even worse in 
the water on either side of the 
peninsula, McFarland reports. 
The water is covered with “a film 
of pea-green algae.” 

Councilmember Rodney Rob- 
erts corrected the identification. 
The green scum is duckweed, 
not algae, he noted. “Too much 
fertilizer is going into the lake,” 
he said. McFarland also reported 
on “soft drink cans sticking out 
of the scum” on one side. 

Broken Trees 

She also said that several large 
trees on the other side had been 
broken, possibly gnawed by bea- 
vers and were lying half-sub- 
merged. In the middle of the 
peninsula, McFarland reports, a 
large depression “fills up with 
water and becomes a muddy 
puddle when it rains.” She rec- 
ommends that it be filled in. 

Two large groundhog holes 
near the end of the peninsula 
“pose a danger” to pedestrians, 
McFarland warns. But her report 
ends on a high note: “There is a 
bench at the end of the peninsula 
which is lovely to sit on and en- 
joy the beauty of the lake. This 
spot should be a city treasure; it 
sorely needs attention. Please, 
clean up the Lake!” 

Following McFarland’s oral re- 
port at the September 13 meeting, 
Mayor Judith Davis responded 
that the city staff and council 
“are aware of the issue.” She 
commented that the city is cur- 
rently looking for grants — “pos- 
sibly over $1 million” — to fund 
the necessary clean up. 

“It’s difficult to clean,” she 
said. “In order to do so, the 
watershed streams flowing into it 
must also be improved.”

hood teacher that’s the total op- 


posite,” she said, “that treats 
everyone with equal respect and 
is a positive influence on their 
life.”

Guitarist Jason Wood Competes Nationally

Greenbelter Jason Wood is 
a self-proclaimed “jack of all 
trades.” A Southway resident, 
his interests are all over the map 
but his focus lies primarily with 
music. Guitar World’s latest In- 
ternet contest is proof that Jason 
is a talented musician — he is a 
top-10 finalist in GuitarWorld. 
com’s “Shred the Web” guitar 
competition. In addition to being 
a guitarist, Wood is a composer, 
a teacher and a video game cre- 
ator. 

Wood composes music for 
various instruments but his “writ- 
ing tool” is the keyboard. Using 
Musical Instrument Digital Inter- 
face (MIDI), he can orchestrate 
numerous instruments and capture 
the melodies that sometimes “‘it- 
erally come in the middle of the 
night.” 

“TI get a melody in my head,” 
says Wood and then he puts the 
guitar, keyboard and computer 
to work. 

Originally from New Jersey, 
Wood moved to northern Virginia 
in 2002 to join a band called 
Rain Fell Within. There he met 
his fiance, Laurie Ann Haus, 
who was their backup singer. In 
2004 the two formed their current 
band, Todesbonden. Wood plays 
guitar; Haus is the singer and the 
band’s manager and also the cre- 
ative genius behind the band. 

In college, while analyzing 
“Christ Lag in Todesbanden” by 
J.S. Bach, Haus came up with 
the idea of a band that would 
combine dark melodies, heavy 
metal and orchestral music. Haus 
had the vision and Wood had the 
recording equipment; together 
they had the direction each want- 
ed. Todesbonden, which means 
“bonds of death” in Old German, 
was formed. 

In 2004 Todesbonden released 
its debut CD and was signed to 
Prophecy Productions, a German 
recording label. Wood says, “The 
eight months of negotiations was 
worth it considering the pro- 
motion and distribution we’ve 
received.” In June this year the 
band released its first full-length 
CD, “Sleep Now, Quiet Forest.” 

Solo Project 

In addition to being a mem- 
ber of Todesbonden, Wood has 
a solo music project, Ol Sonuf, 
underway. The foundation of the 
project is based in the Enochian 
language — a cryptic language of 
legendary origin. “It’s suppos- 
edly the language of the Angels,” 
says Wood. “It’s an instrumental 
project and I would love to do 
it live but it would take many 
musicians.” 

Basically it begins with a 
computerized drumbeat and other 
instruments are then worked into 
the composition. Sometimes, 
though, the guitar comes first 
in the compilation. This makes 
sense, since playing the guitar 
is how Wood started down his 
musical path. 

“The same musical language 
applies to all instruments,” Wood 
says. “Iron Maiden was the cata- 
lyst for my picking up the guitar 
at age 12 but I also was inspired 
by classical music since early 
childhood.” Wood explains that 
his first music love is the music 
of Bach and Moussorgsky but 
anyone who has seen him per- 
form sees that heavy metal music 
roots run deep as well. 

“Classical music sets the stan- 
dard for what I hope to achieve,” 
he says, “because it’s a different 
level than what I play and listen

to.” When asked about the nexus 
between two arguably different 
types of music, Jason says, “The 
guitar is like an intensified means 
of achieving dynamic things and 
heavy metal is classical music 
with more intensity.” 

Wood is among the Top Ten 
Finalists in GuitarWorld.com’s 
“Shred the Web” competition. 
Out of 298 first-round contestants, 
Wood is now banking on his 
performance of Led Zeppelin’s 
“Stairway to Heaven” to win the 
grand prize. The final round of 
the contest ends December 17 
and voting is done at http://tabs. 
guitarworld.com/shredtheweb. 

Wood is entered in the contest 
as olsonuf — not Jason Wood or 
Ol Sonuf — and is the only artist 
performing “Stairway to Heaven.” 
One must register an account 
with Guitar World online to vote 
but membership is free. 

School of Rock 

In addition to teaching guitar, 
Wood has the ability to teach his 
students the art of mixing and 
recording and the skills needed 
to get signed with a recording 
label. “Each student has different 
needs and I try to cover more to 
provide the complete musician 
package,” he says. 

His current students range in 
age from 8 to 50, two of whom 
live in Greenbelt. “The hardest 
thing about teaching kids,” Wood 
says, “is keeping their attention 
and keeping the lesson exciting.” 
As for the older generation of 
students, “It’s about having faith 
in yourself and the willingness to 
push yourself.” 

Some students really do want 
to be rock stars but others are 
interested in “networking, pro- 
moting and the business end 
of things, too.” Wood says his 
varied musical influences have 
enabled him to teach students 
with their own varied tastes. A 
former student is a member of 
Baltimore-based Condemn the 
Infected. 

Another student, a man in 
College Park, looks to improve 
his lead guitar skills. Yet another 
is a young woman in Kensington 
just getting started. She is inter- 
ested in learning classical guitar 
and music theory. 

Other Interests 

In addition to the various mu- 
sic outlets, Wood has other cre- 
ative hobbies. He tends to foster 
them in two- to six-week long 


phases: “I dive head-on, whether 
it’s video editing, MIDI sequenc- 
ing or audio production and then 
something else comes along and 
takes my attention.” Thus, he 
has quite a few projects ongoing. 
One of these is a book he is writ- 
ing on music history and music 
theory. “It has been a learning 
experience and one thing I’ve 
learned is just how long-winded 
I really can be.” 

Another project in the works is 
a series of children’s video games 
that will feature the antics of 
two cats and will be called “The 
Adventures of Baby Smush.” 
In addition to writing the story, 
Wood intends to compose the 
music for the series. The game 
will be “very cartoon-like” and 
Wood hopes to appeal to a wide 
age range. 

Wood’s interest in mythol- 
ogy is leading him to create 
mythological games, all to the 
soundtrack of music he himself 
has composed. 

Jason Wood is the type of 
musician one can admire. As a 
teacher, as a composer and as a 
performer, he has the right mix 
of talent and aspirations that mu- 
sic lovers want to see. “I would 
be doing something musical no 
matter what,” he says. 

Music impacts his life in every 
possible way. “I’m always trying 
to expand my knowledge and 
learn something else. Ill never 
be finished.”
